Cost of a Canning Factory. 


There ha* been some earnest inquiry 


aa to the probable oott ot a cunning 
factory such as should be established in 
Deottur. Some interesting figures have 
been given by a party who claims to 
bare established canning factories. Here 
they are: A canning plant, consisting of 
buildings and machinery complete, with 
a capacity ot 10,0&0 cans of com and 
8,000 cans of tomatoes per day, would re- 
quire from $0,000 to 98,000 capital, de- 
pending largely of course upon the kind 
of buildings erected. With a few inex- 
pensive additions this plant could also 
pack pear, beans, peaches, strawberries, 
blackberries and other fruits. Without 
the building the plant would oont from 
83,600 to *4,000. Corn ie tho most profit- 
able, as the work is nearly all done by 
machinery, buf. should packing corn not 
be desirable much less machinery would 
be required and the plant would oosl 
from $2,000 to $2,200. With but v*ry 
little additional expense could bo added 
other business to thia plant, such HS pre- 
serving fruits, all kinds of jellies, apple 
buttur, tomato ONtsup, etc. The length 
of the season depends upou what is can 
tied. 
K corn, tomatoes, pmis, boiuin, 


peaches, small fruits, sweet potatoes 
pumpkins, and apples are packed the 
season will run from May until com- 
pelled to atop on iioooumt of front or 
evening up.
